ACT 2 SCENE 1—A COURT PAVILION.

ACT 3 SCENE 1—THE PALACE GARDENS. 
SCENE 2—OUTSIDE THE PALACE. 


ACT 1.—The Walls of Peking. A mandarin announces that the Princess Turandot will 
wed him of royal lineage who can solve three enigmas. An unsuccessful suitor, however, shall 
forfeit his life. One of these who failed is the Prince of Persia, who is to die at moonrise. 
Amongst he milling crowd is Timur, who had been dethroned by the Emperor Altoum now 
reigning in his stead. He is in danger of being trampled when, in answer to Liü's cries for 
help, an unknown Prince comes to his aid. Timur joyfully recognises his son from whom he 
had been separated in the battle with the Emperor Altoum. Altoum is trying to track them 
down. The Princess Turandot appears, confirming the death of the Prince of Persia, and the 
unknown Prince, overcome by her beauty, determines to enter the lists of the solvers of the 
three enigmas. Liü and Timur endeavour to persuade him to escape, but he ignores their 
entreaties and strikes the gong to announce his attempt. 

ACT Il. SCENE L—A Pavilion. The Court officials, Ping, Pang and Pong, bemoan 
the state to which China has been reduced with executions and tortures by the Princess 
Turandot. They hope that someone will soon read the answers to the riddles, and, by claiming 
her hand, teach Turandot the love which would change her by a happy marriage into a 
lovable ruler. 

ACT I. SCENE II.—The Palace. Claiming his right, before the Emperor, the unknown 
Prince, with Timur and Liü watching close by, demands that the riddles be set. Princess 
Turandot tells of how. in a previous war, a former Princess was defeated and put to death by 
the King of Tartary. To avenge her death, she entraps those who would woo her by executing 
those who fail to solve her riddles. She warns the Prince not to try but again he insists. 

The enigmas are set and he answers them correctly. Turandot refuses to acknowledge 
his victory and he, in turn, agrees that if she is unable to solve an enigma which he will set, 
to name him before sunrise, he will accept death, otehrwise he will claim his reward. 

ACT HL SCENE I.—The Palace Gardens. Turandot publishes an edict that “ None 
shall sleep to-night, on pain of death, till the name of the stranger be discovered by sunrise." 
The frightened Court officials try to bribe the unknown Prince with wealth and fortume if he 
will disclose his name. They are unsuccessful. Soldiers now enter with Timur and Liü 
declaring that they are close friends of the Prince and should know his name. Turandot 
appears, orders the Prince to be shackled, and the Court commands Liü to declare the 
Princes name. In spite of torture, Liü refuses, and, rather than answer, draws a dagger and 
stabs herself mortally. When her body is borne away, the Prince, alone with Turandot, reviles 
her for her cruelty, and she declares that she has known all along that he will triumph over 
her. She agrees to let him depart unharmed with his name unknown, but he, taking her in 
his arms declares that he is Calaf, son of the Emperor Timur. 

ACT III. SCENE IL—Outside the Imperial Palace. Before the assembled Court. 
Turandot announces that she has solved the enimgas and that the name of the stranger is 
Love. 

Calaf and Turandot embrace and the crowd scatter flowers and rejoice in happiness.
